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TO COMPLETE NEWS PRINT REPORT FOR CONGRESS 
Commission, It Is Said, Will Ask to Have News Print Paper Prices Regulated—Work Is Being Hurried Along 
on the Book Paper Report—Champion Coated Paper Company Files Mandamus, but Application 
Is Denied by Judge Siddons—Probably No Tax on News Print and Ground Wood— 

More Tariff Commissioners Appointed. 


[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

WasuHinctTon, D. C., June 4, 1917.—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission is going ahead now to complete its news print report 
to be submitted to Congress without waiting for any further 
with the news print manufacturers. This is the 
statement made to your correspondent by high officials of the 
commission, 

The idea up to this time has been to hold up the report for 
Congress until something definite had developed in connec- 
tion with the distribution plan, either one way or the other. 

There is little doubt but that the commission is going to ask 
Congress for some power to regulate the prices of news print. 
In a report submitted a couple of weeks ago they asked the 
same power as to coal. 

Work is being hurried along on the book paper report, and 
according to all accounts it should not be very long now before 
the figures in this investigation are completed. It is taken 
for granted that the book paper manufacturers will be given 
an opportunity to be heard before any report is made.

Champion Coated Paper Files Mandamus 


As predicted in last week’s issue of the Paper TrapE JouRNAL, 
the Champion Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, last 
Friday, filed in the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
through its local attorney, Frank E. Elder, a petition for a writ 
of mandamus against the Joint Committee on Printing of Con- 
gress. The petition was filed in the court presided over by 
Judge F. L. Siddons. 

It may be remembered by some in the trade that a case 
somewhat similar to this was filed about seven years ago 
against the Joint Committee by the Valley Paper Company, of 
Holyoke, Mass. In this case the committee rejected bids be- 
cause they were not regular. 

In connection with this case the Senate refused to allow its 
members to be taken into court, but the House of Representa- 
tives allowed its members to appear. The case was won by the 
Government. 


Denies Champion Coated Paper Co.’s Application 


Judge F. L. Siddons, of the District Supreme Court, late 
Saturday afternoon, denied the application of the Champion 
Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, for a rule on the 
Joint Committee on Printing of Congress to show cause why 
a mandamus should not issue against three Senators and three 
Representatives comprising the committee. Judge Siddons in 
his opinion said in part: 

“To comply with the prayer of this petition would in effect 
call for a construction of the law under which this court would 
have to require the committee to award contracts to the lowest 
and best bidder, no matter what price was submitted in the pro- 
posal or bid. To so hold would be to place the Government 
completely at the mercy of bidders. No matter how outra- 
geously high a price might be tested by market and other appro- 
priate conditions to be considered, if it happened to be the 
lowest and best bid the contract, nevertheless, must be 
awarded.” 

Frank E. Elder, local attorney for the Champion company, 
noted an appeal this morning in the open court, and the case 
will now go to the Court of Appeals of the District of Co- 


lumbia. Mr. Elder will probably file his appeal in the near 
future, but no action can now be taken until the fall because 
the court now has a full docket until time for summer ad- 
journment. 


Probably no Tax on News Print and Ground Wood 


It is believed here that the Senate Committee on Finance, 
which has been rewriting the Revenue Bill as it passed the 
House, will report the completed bill to the Senate about 
Thursday or Friday of this week. 

As the bill comes from the Senate committee it is more than 
probable that no mention will be made of news print, mechani- 
cal ground wood pulp, chemical wood pulp or bleached or un 
bleached rag pulp, as exempted by the House from import 
duty. This is due to the fact that the Senate committee has 
entirely stricken from the bill any import duties, aside from 
those now imposed under normal circumstances. 

Of course, no one can predict at this time whether the bill 
as finally passed into law will carry this exemption, but it seems 
almost certain that it will. Very

More Tariff Commissioners Appointed 

Preparatory to beginning a comprehensive study of the 
tariff problem the United States Tariff Commission has added 
William M. Steuart, W. A. G. Clark, Dr. Grinnell Jones and 
Dr. Herman G. A. Brauer to its staff of special experts. 

For many years Mr. Steuart has served as chief statistician 
for manufacturers in the Bureau of Census. The last three 
Federal manufactures of the United States have 
been taken under his immediate direction. He has had wide ex- 
perience in the collection and compilation of statistics for our 
domestic industries. The other men appointed have all also 
had wide experience in tariff and statistical work. 

These experts will be engaged in making extensive studies of 
the industries in which they have specialized. They will also 
assist in the preparation of the tariff catalogue. This catalogue 
will contain in compact and simple form available data on the 
growth, development and location of industries affected by the 
tariff, on the extent of domestic production, on the extent of 
imports and on the conditions of competition between domestic 
and foreign products.

Join in Fight Against Freight Advances 


Shippers who are opposed to the flat advance of 15 per cent. in 
freight rates today began to put in the last two weeks of their tes- 
timony before the Interstate Commerce Commission. It has de- 
veloped that these interests have banded themselves together into 
what is known as the National Shippers’ Committee. This com- 
mittee is composed of practically all the shippers of the United 
States who are not in sympathy with the movement of the railroads 
to advance their freight rates at this time. This opposition is not 
local or incidental to the movement of any particular com- 
modity, but is opposition aimed at the general increase. 

The committee of shippers has opened an office in this city, 
and with the employment of a number of clerks and assistants 
has prepared a large number of statistical exhibits which are 
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now being introduced in evidence before the commission. These 
statistical exhibits are designed to show the financial condition 
of the various railroads and of the railroads in groups. Many 
of the statistical exhibits are declared to be interpretations of 
the statistical abstracts already presented in the case by the 
railroads themselves in substantiation of the proposed 15 per 
cent. advance. 

The opposing shippers are seeking to establish that the 
railroads have been extremely prosperous within the past year 
or so, and that they are extremely prosperous at the present 
moment. They are further seeking to show that the “cost of 
living” of the railroads has not advanced to those proportions 
as would seem to be the case from the statistical exhibits intro- 
duced by the roads themselves. 


R. P. Andrews Speaks for Liberty Bond 


Ross P. Andrews, president of the R. P. Andrews Paper 
Company, of this city, spoke at one of the leading theatres last 
week during intermissions in favor of buying a Liberty Bond. 
Mr. Andrews put up some strong arguments in favor of every 
one buying these bonds, and his remarks were heartily applauded. 


Traffic Victory for Michigan Paper Men 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLAMazoo, Mich., June 5, 1917.—The Michigan paper manu- 
facturers have won a distinct victory by the action of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in extending the limits of 
Zone A, Central traffic territory, to include all points along 
the line of the Michigan Central Railroad. For years Kala- 
mazoo paper makers have been forced to pay 96 per cent. of 
the seaboard to Chicago rate on freight, but by the action 
just taken this percentage will likely be reduced to 88 per 
cent. 

The case has been under consideration for months and was 
in charge of Frank Larish, traffic attorney, Chicago. He suc- 
ceeded in having the line of Zone A moved from the northern 
Indiana and Ohio state lines to the line of the Michigan 
Central in Michigan. The contention that the Michigan ter- 
ritory was not dense enough from the traffic standpoint to 
warrant the rates given to Ohio and Indiana points has been 
overruled. 

Another rate matter yet to be settled to the satisfaction of 
the Kalamazoo paper makers is the freight charge on coal to 
this city. At present a territory known as the “crescent,” and 
including sections of western Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Kentucky, supplies the coal for the local mills. The freight 
is billed from the Crescent to Toledo, thence to Kalamazoo. 
Despite the fact that the haul to Toledo is farther from the 
“crescent” territory than the haul from Toledo to Kalamazoo, 
the rate on coal is less from the mines to Toledo than it is 
from Toledo to Kalamazoo. This point is believed to be 
unjust and an effort is being made to correct it. If it is done, 
it will mean the annual saving of many more thousands of 
dollars to the local mills. 


Log Driving Conditions Good in Maine 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Bancor, Me., June 4, 1917—Log driving conditions in north- 
ern Maine are better this year than at any like period before 
for a very long time. On the Penobscot River, the storage 
basins, natural and those made by dams, are full and running 
over. The vast storage made by the great Ripogenus dam is 
full and more due to the heavy snowfall and continued rains. 
Men are scarce,and wages high, but the water will help out 
some in reducing the time needed for getting the logs to their 
destination. 
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A Demurrage Case Settled 

An important test case has recently been settled that will in- 
terest the paper trade. The case was that of George Goritzo, paper 
stock dealer of 200 Sixth street, Brooklyn, v. New York, 
quehanna & Western Railroad. Goritzo shipped 11 carloads of 
paper stock to the Traders’ Paper Board Company of Bogota, 
N. J. The consignment remained on a public siding awaiting 
delivery to the private track of the consignee. The railroad then 
demurrage charges. This Goritzo refused to pay and 
the railroad on the other hand refused to deliver the carloads of 
stock until they were paid. Both the shipper and consignee re- 
fused to pay the charges. The railroad then sold the stock at 
public auction for the amount of demurrage. The shipper sued 
the railroad for the value of the stock. 

After dragging along in the courts for eight years, the railroad 
company has paid the amount sued for without awaiting the out- 
come of its last appeal. The case was first tried before Judge 
Putnam in Part IV of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn and re- 
sulted in a verdict in favor of Goritzo. The railroad company 
appealed the case to the Appellate Division and the decision was 
reversed and a new trial ordered because of technical errors. The 
case was again tried, this time before Judge Van Siclen in Part 
VII and again resulted in a verdict for Goritzo. The railroad 
again appealed to the Appellate Division and the decision was 
unanimously sustained. 

The railroad appealed to the Court of Appeals in Albany and 
the case has been pending there to the present settlement of the 
case by the company. 

The case is chiefly interesting because it is a test case as to 
whether the railroad company could make a shipper pay demur- 
rage charges while the consignment of merchandise was awaiting 
delivery to the private track of the consignee. Apparently the 
railroad has been forced to acknowledge the case of the shipper 
as being just and that no demurrage charges can accrue within 
these conditions. 

Another interesting feature was that the case cost each side 
$2,000, while the amount involved was only $500. The case has 
been in the courts since 1909.

Cascade Paper Co. to Build in Washington 

Tacoma, Wash., May 27, 1917.—The closing of a deal which 
brings to Tacoma another important industry and marks the 
first step in the development of the section adjacent to Cham- 
bers’ Creek, was announced Saturday by Frank S. Baker, who 
has just returned from a trip East during which the arrange- 
ments for financing the new company were completed. The 
new industry will be a modern paper mill which will be located 
on a 30-acre site on Chambers’ Creek. 

The new firm will be known as the Cascade Paper Company. 
It will have a paid-up capital of $400,000 and will erect a 
modern plant for the manufacture of grades of paper not now 
being manufactured on the Pacific Coast. The incorporators 
are: Mr. Baker, J. T. S. Lyle and D. den Bleyker. 

The machinery for the new plant has been ordered and con- 
struction work will soon be under way. The company will 
manufacture paper for the Pacific Coast trade and in addition 
will probably do a large export business. 

An expert paper manufacturer of 25 years’ experience in the 
business, who is now employed in a large Eastern plant, has 
been engaged and will arrive in Tacoma in four or five weeks 
to take charge of the construction. 

The Chambers’ Creek location is considered admirable for 
the plant, as it has both rail and water connections. Arrange- 
ments have been made to run spur tracks to the plant.

Made by News Print Manufacturers Up to the Present 
Indicate They Have Been Losing Money at the $2.50 
Rate—Considerable Falling Off in the Demand for Both 
Sulphite and Ground Wood Has Been Evident and Easier 


Prices Are Reported in Consequence.

MontTrREAL, Que., June 4, 1917.—Conditions in the news print 
industry are at present most uncertain, and it looks as though 
an anxious period is ahead. The prospect of further large 
drafts on the labor available in order to fill up gaps among the 
Canadians at the front is only one of the many factors troubling 
the managers. The 10 per cent. tariff on pulp and paper enter- 
ing the United States, under the war levy, has had an unsettling 
effect for the time being, and the investigation now being car- 
ried out by the Government into the whole industry, the effect 
of which is to put the manufacturers on the defense as to the 
prices charged, has further complicated matters. 

As far as the news print men are concerned, they have now 
gained this much: that the Government has decided to go into 
the whole cost of manufacture in a thorough manner, in order 
to prevent an injustice being done the industry by fixing prices 
at the $2.50 rate permanently. A meeting of the mill interests 
and publishers has been called for June 19 in Ottawa, and they 
will then be invited on behalf of the Government to select a 
Canadian auditor of standing to go exhaustively into the cost of 
production of news print. If they cannot agree on this, then 
the Government will appoint such an accountant. 

If this is carried out, the Government will be in possession 
of data which will at any rate prevent injustice being done the 
news print manufacturers, as was done when a rate of $2.50 
was blindly ordered, without reference to cost of raw material 
labor or market conditions generally. On the other hand, it is 
likely that the result will be a price which will leave little 
margin of profit for the biggest mills, and press very hardly 
on those unable to manufacture so cheaply. Hence the anxiety 
over the general outlook. 


Losing Money at $2.50 Rate 


Returns made by news print manufacturers up to the present 
indicate that all of them are losing money at the $2.50 rate. At 
the same time an extraordinary divergence in manufacturing 
costs has been revealed. None of the mills are manufacturing 
news print at less than $51 per ton, when everything is taken 
into consideration. On the other hand, some plants have esti- 
mated that it costs them as much as $78 to manufacture a ton 
of news print. At first sight it would look as though some- 
thing were wrong with the estimates somewhere, but when it 
is considered how much depends on the location of the mill, 
proximity of navigable water or absence of same, quantity, 
quality and location of pulp wood supplies, water power, and 
so on, it will be seen that there is a wide margin for difference 
in cost of production. 

Meanwhile other manufacturers of paper have received a jolt 
in the announcement that the news print investigation is to be 
extended to all kinds of paper. Prices for the better quality 
papers have reached astonishing heights, due to scarcity of 
supplies and high cost of raw materials and labor. At the 
same time, however, the paper making companies generally 
have been making larger profits than ever, enabling them to 


set their finances in good shape and retrieve losses made in a 
long succession of lean years. Investigation of prices and cost 
of manufacture carries an implied threat of price control, a: 
this naturally is not relished, especially when most other indu 
tries, including those manufacturing what are the raw materia 


of paper, are allowed to go untouched 


Mr, Pringle Warns Publishers 
R. A. who is conducting the news print in- 
vestigation for the Government, has issued a warning to thi 
publishers that the imposition by the Dominion Government on 
the Canadian mills of a selling price in Canada substantially 
lower than they could get for their product in the United Stat 
imposes a countervailing obligation on the publishers thus re 
lieved to limit the waste of paper.

Canada’s Forest Wealth 

Gustave C. Piche, chief forester of Quebec, in a recent lec- 
ture before the Natural History Society in Montreal, said that 
experts had judged it necessary to reduce the estimate of the 
forest wealth of the Dominion to 414,000,000 acres, but this 
meant good producing timber. This supply, he believed, would 
not last beyond fifty years unless precautions were taken. The 
methods to be followed for forest preservation were as follows: 
Systematic cutting, based on the maturing growth of the 
forests; prevention of forest fires; preparation of proper forest 
reserves; reforestation of lands destroyed by fire or denuded of 
forests through other means; co-operation of all interested 
for the protection of the forests, and the employment of 
forestry engineers to deal with the matter of forests. 


In the St. Maurice Valley 

The Laurentide Company, Ltd., is having a survey of cut- 
over pulp wood lands made by Dr. Howe, of the University 
of Toronto, with two technical assistants. This survey, which 
is being done in co-operation with the Commission of Con- 
servation, will determine the amount of wood left after log- 
ging, the reproduction, rate of growth and probable yield of 
timber after a certain number of years, and will make recom- 
mendations as to improved methods of cutting. 

The Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company, of Shawini- 
gan Falls, has decided to commence planting trees on its hold- 
ings, with a view to making the forest reserves permanent. 
This is the third large paper company in the province to 
undertake this reforestation work.

A BIG STIR IN WISCONSIN 


Decision of the United States Supreme Court Upholding the 
Constitutionality of the Oregon Minimum Wage Law in

, June 5, 1917.—The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court upholding the constitutionality of the Oregon 
minimum wage law has created a stir in Wisconsin because in 
effect the decision also sustains the Wisconsin minimum wage 
The Oregon and Wisconsin laws are practically identical. 
Both provide that no employer shall pay to any women or

minor employees less than a living wage and both vest the 
industrial commission of the states with power to determine, 
after investigation, what is a living wage for women in various 
localities and occupations. The subject is of vital interest to 
paper manufacturers of this state inasmuch as a large number 
of women and girls are employed in paper mills. In Appleton, 
for instance, it was found on a recent census that there are 
about 800 women and girls employed in paper mills. 

Due to the close similarity of the Oregon and Wisconsin 
laws, no attempt was made to establish a minimum wage in 
this state while the Oregon pending before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Ham- 
brecht, member of the Wisconsin Industrial Commission, de- 
clared at a recent hearing before the state finance committee 
that “the exercise of the powers the commission 
under the minimum wage hangs by a single thread, that of 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the Oregon case.

While no minimum wage has thus far been established in 
Wisconsin, the industrial commission has already completed 
one important part of the investigation which it is required to 
make before it can fix minimum wage rates. This deals with 
the cost of living of wage-earning women in Wisconsin. In- 
formation on this subject has already been secured from 
upwards of 50,000 women in the state. The data obtained in 
this investigation was summarized in a report issued by the 
commission just one year ago this month. Of the women 
workers, nearly one-fifth live away from home, according to 
the information. It was found also that a large percentage of 
the girls living at home constitute the main support of their 
wage- 


wage for the 


families and that the actual cost of maintenance of 
earning women was much the same whether they lived with 
their families or away from home. 

Some of the figures ascertained by the commission have been 
given out. It was found, for instance, that in Milwaukee a 
proper standard of room and board for women cannot be 
secured for less than $6.50 per week, and that $3 more per 
week are required for clothing, laundry, dentist, medical attend- 
ance, and for car fare. In other industrial centers of the state 
where women are employed in mills and factories it was found 
the minimum cost of living was about the same as in Mil- 
waukee, eliminating only the cost of car fare to and from 
work, the other cities for the most part being small enough 
to permit employed women and girls walking to and from 
their work instead of being obliged to ride.

Three com- 
panies of this valley during the last three weeks have an- 
nounced purchases in large lots, the latest of these being the 
Northern Paper Mills Company, of Green Bay, which pur- 
chased a block of $25,000 worth. The Thilmany Pulp & Paper 
Company, of Kaukauna, last week purchased $50,000 worth 
and the Kimberly-Clark Company a short time before pur- 
chased a similar amount. Other companies, it was learned 
today, are planning on doing likewise. One leading paper 
manufacturer stated to the. writer today that before another 
fortnight passes paper manufacturers of this part of the valley 
will alone have taken up a half million. dollars’ worth of the 
bonds.

The organization being perfected consists of a general super- 
visor of safety and sanitation appointed by the manager of the 
company, with a local supervisor of safety and sanitation at 
each mill. Then there is a local safety committee, a workmen 
safety committee, a local supervisor of safety and sanitation 
and a general supervision committee. In other words, prac- 
tically every man in the employ of the company is expected 
to have an eye out for suggestions which may make for safer 
and more sanitary conditions, and each suggestion is to be 
sifted to a final decision. 

It is expected that when this system is gotten into working 
condition the accidents at the mills of the International Paper 
Company will be reduced to a minimum. 

Log Driving in Adirondacks 

Log driving and lumbering operations in the Adirondacks 
are now being carried on extensively in all sections. There 
are now in excess of 100,000 cords of pulp wood on the way 
to the paper mills in the district, and the cutting of more 
is now under full swing. 

The J. J. Rogers Company, of Ausable Forks, is in the midst 
of a busy season. This concern has had its operations retarded 
slightly by cold weather, nine thousand cords having been 
frozen in at Scott’s Pond above Wilmington on the north side 
of Whiteface Mountain. This pulp wood will have to be taken 
down a spout three and a half miles long. About half of the 
pulp wood is in this pond and the rest is still in the woods. 

The water conditions in the west and south branches of the 
Ausable River are satisfactory. Flood water from the moun- 
tains, where there is still considerable snow, will soon assist 
operations greatly and no difficulty in floating the logs to the 
Rogers plant is anticipated. The extent of this drive this 
season is expected to be thirty thousand cords. There are now 
ten thousand cords at the mill and twenty thousand cords in the 
rivers and ponds or on the banks. The drive started this year on 
April 1, and two more weeks will be required to complete it. 

The Santa Clara Lumber Company began log driving opera- 
tions about a month ago and has many days yet before done. 
It is roughly estimated that there are about five thousand cords 
of pulp wood and saw logs in the Cold and Racquette Rivers.

Horyoke, Mass., June 4, 1917.—Paper 
other shippers and receivers of freight in this city, together 
with local railroad officials, held a lengthy discussion in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms Friday night on the freight 
situation. Realizing the growing seriousness of freight condi- 
tions, as they affect local paper manufacturers and others, P. 
J. Dowd, manager of the Holyoke traffic bureau, who has 
worked deligently to make order out of chaos, so to speak, 
called upon the manufacturers and the railroad men to as- 
semble for a general discussion of the situation and what should 
be done to relieve it and to prevent future disorder. 

At the meeting it was pointed out how the manufacturers 
could assist in relieving conditions in more ways than one. 
The railroad men urged that special effort be made to unload 
coal cars before the time limit, and also to so regulate their 
shipments that every available inch of space in. freight cars 
could be put in use. The coal shipments coming into Holyoke 
alone are tremendous, as are the daily shipments of raw ma- 
terials and other commodities. 

More than fifty shippers and receivers of freight attended 
the meeting, and practically every manufacturing plant was 
represented by one or more persons. 


Subscribes to $1,000,000 Liberty Bonds 


Announcement was made locally today that Henry Evans, 
of New York, one of the new vice-presidents of the American 
Writing Paper Company, has subscribed through the Central 
Trust Company of New York for a personal purchase of 
$1,000,000 of the Liberty Loan Bonds. Thus we have a man 
with prominent paper making connections who is one of the 
largest personal subscribers in the country. 


Will Not Make Paper Containers 

It is likely that the American Writing Paper Company will 
soon find a “rush” of business at the Windsor Paper Company 
division at Windsor Locks, Conn., where this large paper 
making concern manufactures paper board and other grades of 
paper from which paper containers are manufactured. Dis- 
cussions have been heard in many paper making circles during 
the past few months over the possibility of manufacturing 
paper containers on a large scale as a substitute for tin cans, 
the price of which has now risen to near prohibitive levels. 

Reports published in local newspapers that the American 
Writing Paper Company would embark on the manufacture 
of paper containers at the Windsor Paper Company, where it 
has for some years past manufactured this grade of paper, 
and that the American Writing Paper Company was formulat- 
ing plans for manufacturing these containers, so as to enlarge 
its business, were denied by President Arthur C, Hastings, of 
the American Writing Paper Company, today.

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PACIFIC COAST PAPER TRADE 
IS BUSY IN ALL DEPARTMENTS 


Prices Have Not Shown Any Particular Change Recently, but 
Indications, It Is Said, Point Toward an Advancing Mar- 
ket Later in the Year—Fair Shipments Are Being Re- 
ceived from the Eastern Mills, but Deliveries Are Very 
Uncertain—Pulp and Paper Mills of the Crown-Willa- 
mette in California, Oregon and Washington All Continue 
Very Busy—Other General Trade News and Personals. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


SAN Francisco, May 29, 1917.—No particular fluctuations have 
occurred in the San Francisco paper market of late, but there 
are indications pointing toward an advancing market later in 
the year. Stocks of book, flat and bond papers in the local 
paper warehouses are almost up to normal, although there is 
a scarcity of cheap bonds, according to some houses. Fair 
shipments are being made from the Eastern mills, but it is hard 
to figure on the exact time of deliveries. Some of the mills 
have indicated that they would not be able to ship until sixty 
days and have actually shipped in ten days. Others take longer 
than was expected to ship orders to the coast. The railroads 
are doing pretty well at present, but after the movement of 
the new troops and army supplies begins, the freight situation 
may be very unsatisfactory. Consequently it behooves every 
one in the paper trade to order well in advance for fall and 
winter requirements. 

No fault is found with deliveries from the Pacific Coast mills 
on news and wrappings, and with the opening of several new 
mills this season, there should be no shortage of such varie- 
ties of paper as are produced on the coast. 

The export situation has grown more difficult, with great 
advances in ocean freights to the Orient and fewer steamers 
available on account of the war situation. Several vessels have 
been commandeered by the British Government, and _ ship- 
ments of paper from United States and British Columbia paper 
mills may be interfered with. However, there is some prospect 
that the United States Shipping Board will permit several of 
the German steamers that were seized in Pacific ports to be 
used in the Pacific Ocean merchant marine. 

Crown-Willamette Mills Busy 

The pulp and paper mills of the Crown-Willamette Paper 
Company in California, Oregon and Washington continue to 
run full blast, and are making good deliveries on their contracts 
for news and wrappings. The usual high water prevails in the 
Columbia River, but unless the June rise is above normal, no 
serious reduction of output at Camas and Oregon City is to be 
expected. The principal newspapers of the coast, which secure 
their supplies of news print from these plants, are not com- 
plaining, as they have long-term contracts at reasonable prices 
None of the San Francisco newspapers have reduced the size 
of their issues and no advance in the prices of papers has 
been made. The San Francisco Examiner is getting out a 
ninety-page Sunday issue regularly. Francis J. Heney, the 
special prosecutor for the Government, has arrived here to 
look into the situation.

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SAFETY AND THE HUMAN EQUATION 


Inanimate Materials May Be Dealt With Without Love, But Not So With Human Beings—Experienced 
Industrial Worker Says That Lack of Simple Explanation Was Responsible for Fully 75 Per Cent. 
of the Trouble She Has Been Called Upon to Solve in the Past Twelve Years—Co-operation 
Is Exemplified by the Welfare Work That Is Being Done by the Kimberly-Clark Co. 


To ask an unscientific man to appear before the Technical Asso- 
ciation of the Paper and Pulp Industry, is indeed a paradox. 

I presume what your program committee had in mind in so do- 
ing was to offer an antidote for the solid food of the balance of 
your program. 
little old- 
fashioned gospel. I believe in plan, in system, and in scientific 
management, but the few remarks which I will make tonight will 
deal with that less tangible something, which must be in and 
through any plan or method of dealing with men in order that 
such plan or method may bring satisfying results.

I have been told of efficiency engineers who carry efficiency 
methods into their homes until efficiency becomes the end and 
goal of family life and the normal warmth of affection and family 
fellowship is crowded out. 


Natural Comradeship in System 


Now, I believe in system and method in the home, but unless 
that system permits of the free play of natural comradeship, family 
life becomes a cold and barren proposition. 

Inanimate materials may be dealt with without love and with- 
out feeling, but with human beings it is not so. It is well to have 
an orderly household, but I am quite convinced that what makes 
or breaks most family life is the observance or neglect of the many 
little courtesies and attentions which it is so easy to tread under 
foot in the pressure of modern life. In this connection, I like to 
think of the secretary of one of the larger corporations of this

Many a time I have gone through a department and noted a 
change in procedure. The men and girls seemed restless and ob- 
jected to change. When the foreman was asked why the change 
was made, he replied in a half-hurt, half sarcastic way, “I don’t

An employment department that always had trouble in getting 
boys to stick in a certain department finally decided whenever a 
boy was placed in that department it would be explained to the

started the boy in with a better feeling, and when he saw evidence 
of the fact that boys had been promoted, he worked on with a 
better spirit. 


to get into another department as soon as an opening came. 


Explanation Would Have Prevented Trouble 


One day a boy went to quit a job because he was transferred 


and said, “I was not hired for that work.” The boy and I talked 
for a while and finally I succeeded in showing him that he was 
learning a new job and being paid for it. We let him go because 
of discipline, but later I met the lad and he said “I have learned 
my lesson.” 

Time and again I have gone up to the department after an em- 
ployee had come to me with a tale of woe, and I| invariably would 
tind a normal amount of explanation on the part of both foreman 
and employee would have prevented a lot of trouble. 

If the firm does not take pains to explain fully to those who 
are responsible for production, how can we expect the foreman 
to explain and train his help? You let a foreman feel he has 
been pushed aside and ignored and you produce a spirit of rancor 
which finds its way down to the end of the line of employees 
sooner or later. 

A Forewoman’s Club 

A large Milwaukee factory had 28 forewomen and 
They were not really much more than straw bosses. 
not get along with the help. 


assistants. 
They could 
They were willing but did not know 
what was expected of them. The firm started a Forewoman’s 
Club. Once a month they meet from six to eight o’clock, p. m., 
and, in exchange for the time given, a supper is served in the 
private dining room of a hotel. Some topics of common interest 
were introduced for discussion and the girls soon began to suggest 
topics. Among these none was more popular than “Cost of Pro- 
duction.” 


Welfare Work 


In our endeavor to bring back into our organization a sense of 
mutual interest and common fellowship, there have come into be- 
ing over the past eight years, a club-house, a Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, safety organization, a visiting nurse, children’s gardens, 
the company dentist, a savings and profit sharing plan, and the 
monthly periodical. 

The club-house at our Niagara plant is managed by a board of 
directors elected from the membership of the club, the company 
paying the salary of the superintendent and furnishing light and 
water, while the club raises its own budget, pays for its own heat 

(Continued on page 30) 
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and the salary of three other employees, and, in lieu of rental, 
makes all necessary repairs and alterations to buildings and equip- 
ment. At present the organization has a surplus of over $3,000. 

The safety organization is slowly deepening a sense of respon- 
sibility and emphasizing the fact that a man cannot be safe unto 
himself, but that he is his brother’s keeper. We have just entered 
upon a twelve months’ contest, the scoring to be done on large 
safety clocks in evidence at the entrance of each mill, and the 
prize to the winning mill to be a suit of overalls for each man and 
an apron for each girl. It was only a few days after the start of 
this contest that a man at one of the mills laid off on account of 
some obscure injury. One member of the safety committee made 
two calls within 48 hours upon that man, and failing to connect 
promptly with the company doctor, engaged a doctor on his own 
initiative to back up his conviction that the case was not due to a 
mill accident. 


The National Safety Council 


I would be remiss in my duty if I should pass this subject with- 
out dropping a word of tribute to the service of the National 
Safety Council. It is easy enough to start a safety campaign, but 
not so easy to maintain it. The National Safety Council, with its 
excellent bulletins, does much to keep up the interest. The Paper 
and Pulp Section of the Council now includes 148 members and 
should the companies represented by any of you gentlemen be 
paying the salary of the superintendent and furnishing light and 
outside the fold, I want, as chairman of the Paper and Pulp Sec- 


tion, to invite you to come on in. 


Organization of Benefit Association 


The governing committee of our Benefit Association is composed 
of nine men elected from the membership and seven from the di- 
rectorate of the company, the majority control thus being in the 
hands of the members. Two clauses in these regulations, are par-

These Sick and Visiting Committeemen are privileged to make 


their calls on company time, provided it is not convenient for

them to do it after hours. Recently an attorney approached us, 
soliciting the handling of all of our compensation matters. We 
told him that our co-operation system of doing this business had 
a lawyer beat forty ways.

Protest Against Hardwick Amendment 

Vigorous protest is being made by The Merchants’ Association 
against an amendment offered by Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, 
to a bill changing the Federal Reserve Act, and known as the 
“Hardwick Amendment.” The amendment would nullify the rule 
established by the Federal Reserve banks of collecting checks 
without charge and would permit a charge to be made for cash- 
ing checks, apparently even checks presented by a depositor to his 
own bank. 

In protest against the Hardwick Amendment, William Fellowes 
Morgan, president of The Merchants’ Association, sent to twenty- 
five representatives of New York City and State in Congress the 
following telegram: 

“On behalf of the business men of this city whose business re- 
lations ramify throughout the country, The Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of New York vigorously and earnestly protest against the 
enactment of the Hardwick Amendment to the bill amending the 
Federal Reserve Act, which amendment would permit a charge of 
one-tenth of one per cent for collection or payment of checks 
and drafts and remission therefor by exchange or otherwise. We 
protest that payment of goods purchased should be made to the 
seller at par and should not be subject to such deduction as would 
be permitted by this amendment. Moreover, the phraseology of 
the amendment is vague and apparently permits charge for collec- 
tions between institutions in the same city or town, and possibly 
for cashing depositors’ own checks when drawn on and presented 
at his own bank for payment. 


“We cannot conceive of anything more detrimental to Ameri- 
can business credit than that a bank check should be worth any- 
thing less than its face value at the counter of the bank on which 
it is drawn.” 


United Paperboard Plans for Liberty Bonds 


The United Paperboard Company, operating fifteen paper- 
board and pulp mills throughout the United States, has notified 
all its employees that they could subscribe to the Liberty Loan 
directly through the company. 

For each fifty-dollar bond subscribed for, installment pay- 
ments will be made of one dollar per week to be deducted from 
the salary of the employee each week.

Our Forvign Trade 


The monthly summary of foreign commerce of the United Sta 


for March just issued by the Bureau of Foreign and Dom 
Commerce at Washington, shows that the foreign trade in pa 
and manufacturers of paper has not been as greatly disturbed as 
the international crisis warranted one in believing would be the 
case. The figures furnish some very interesting comparisons 

The total exports of paper and manufactures of paper increased 
greatly during March, both as compared with the preceding month 
and with March of a year ago. The figures for March were $3,- 
179,408, as compared with $2,830,369 for February and $2,516,893 
for March, 1916. The exports for the nine months ending with 
March amounted to $32,349,716, as compared with $19,667,162 jor 
the same period in 1916, and $14,442,149 for the same period in 
1915. 

The total exports of printing papers for March amounted to 
$917,128, as compared with $797,402 for February and $620,649 for 
March, 1916. 
months ending with March amounted to $10,960,089, as compared 
with $4,476,052 for the same period in 1916 and $3,510,321 in 1915.

The total exports of printing papers for the nine 


of news print paper for March showed a slight 
falling off, as compared with February and showed only a slight 
increase, as compared with March, 1916. The figures for the month 
were $284,334, as compared with $298,783 for February and $254,828 
for March, 1916. The exports of news print for the nine months 
period ending with March amounted to $3,285,607, as compared 
with $2,194,176 for the same period in 1916, and $2,418,450 in 1915 
Wrapping paper to the value of $269,239 was exported during 
March, which shows a considerable decrease from February, when 
the figures were $310,166, but is considerably in excess of the fig 
ures for March, 1916, which amounted to only $246,421. The ex 
ports of this commodity for the nine months ending with March 
amounted to $2,956,589, as compared with $1,617,479 for the same 
period in 1916 and $539,450 in 1915.

The exports of paper board amounted to $202,152 in March, as 
compared with $109,948 in February and $143,882 for March of 
the preceding year. During the nine months ending with March 
paper board was sold abroad to the extent of $1,518,879, as com- 
pared with $857,052 for the same period in 1916 and $457,288 in 
1915. 

The total imports also of paper and manufactures of paper for 
March showed a heavy increase, both as compared with the pre- 


ceding month and with March of 1916. The total for the month 
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was $3,518,883, as compared with $2,535,114 in February and $2,- 
268,803 for March in 1916.

The total imports of printing papers also showed a big increase 
during March, the figures for the month being $2,558,946, as com- 
pared with $1,788,859 for February and $1,601,977 for March of 
the preceding year. The imports of printing paper for the nine 
months ending with March amounted to $16,104,827, as compared 
with $12,062,508 for March, 1916, and $9,507,605 for March, 1915. 

The imports of paper stock showed heavy gains, the figures for 
the month being $522,155, as against $384,359 for February and 
$422,015 for March of the preceding year. For the nine months 
ending with March the imports of paper stock amounted to $3,907,- 
‘907, as compared with $3,409,470 for the same period in 1916, and 
$3,762,616 in 1915. 

The imports of wood pulp for the month showed a slight falling 
off, as compared with February, but continued to show a big gain 
over March of the preceding year.

The War Tax on Paper 


The following editorial under the above caption appeared in 
a recent issue of the Daily Post, of Appleton, Wis.: 

The new war revenue bill provides for a horizontal increase 
of ten per cent. ad valorem in all duties previously levied 
upon imports, and also a ten per cent. duty upon all imports 
previously admitted free. In other words, if the bill becomes 
a law in its present form there will no longer be any free list, 
but every article, whether raw material or finished product, 
coming into the United States, will pay a tax of at least ten 
per cent. ad valorem. 

It is interesting in this particular district to consider how 
this will affect the paper manufacturing industry. In the first 
place it may be said that excepting news print paper, prac- 
tically no paper is now coming into the United States from 
foreign countries. All kinds of paper except news print there- 
fore will only be affected as their raw materials are affected. 
Ground wood pulp and sulphite fibre are no longer being 
imported to any considerable extent, but there are a good 
many other paper-making materials, such as grasses, fibres, 
rags, waste, shavings, clippings, old papers, etc., which are 
still being imported to some extent, and as the cost of these 
will be increased at least ten per cent., it would be natural to 
expect that this increase would be reflected to some extent in 
the price of the finished paper product. 

However, it is news print paper that will be most affected 
by the new duties, and it seems reasonable to expect that the 
added ten per cent. will be tacked onto the price of the 
Product, as the following considerations will show: 

The amount of news print made in the United States is so 
small a proportion of the whole that the news print imported 
from Canada is likely to establish the price, and manifestly 
that will have to be sold in the United States at a price ten 
iper cent. higher than before. 


This argument gives the Post a chance to point out again, 
as it has had occasion to do before, what a short-sighted policy 
the newspaper publishers pursued when they brought about the 
removal of the protective duty from news print paper in the 
first place. For it has happened, just as the Post at that time 
predicted, that the news print industry of the United States 
by that action has been practically entirely transferred to 
Canada. This leaves the United States publishers now at the 
mercy of foreign manufacturers, and makes their raw material 
(news print) subject to an additional cost of ten per cent. 

But the publishers, according to the dispatches from Wash- 
ington, do not propose to submit to this added cost of their 
product without a fight. For they have had several repre- 
sentatives arguing before the House authorities that news print 
should be excepted from the general ten per cent. increase of 
duties, and this exception has actually been made in the House 
by an amendment to the original bill. This is certainly an- 
other exhibition of the colossal “nerve” that the publishers 
have so many times before exhibited. For what good reason 
under heaven is there why they should be excepted any more 
than any one else, from the operation of the proposed universal 
increase of duties? Obviously, none whatever. If they win 
out in their contention, it will be but another exhibition of 
Congressional cowardice, such as happened before when Con- 
gress in the first place at their behest put news print on the 
free list. 

If the publishers want to get themselves “in bad” with the 
people, and justify some of the accusations of gross selfishness 
and legislative privilege that have been made against them, 
they cannot do better than to go right ahead on the line they 
are now pursuing of trying to escape a tax that every other 
industry in the country will be obliged to put up with and 
adjust itself to.

Suggests Freight Bill Be Amended

“Referring to Advice Letter No. 250, House Bill 4280 now 
being considered by the Senate, provides for a tax of 3 per cent. 
on freight charges and 10 per cent. on express charges and 
passenger fares, to be paid by shippers or consignees. 

“The highest rated points, therefore, will pay the LARG- 
EST TAX. 

“We are suggesting through your Congressman the bill be 
amended, if it is found the Government needs such a tax, to 
provide a tax of a certain amount on each ton or pound of 
freight shipped, regardless of distance. There does not seem to 
be a good reason why you should pay a higher tax on your 
coal because you are further away from the mines than the 
man at Syracuse.

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FOLDING BOX MAKERS ADOPT 
A COST ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


New National Association Holds Meeting at Detroit, at Which 
Large Majority of Membership Is Present and Much Im- 
portant Work Is Accomplished—New Cost Accounting 
System, as Reported by the Cost Committee, Was Gen- 
erally Commended and Sixteen Members Reported Their 
Willingness to Adopt It Immediately—Next Meeting to 
Be Held at Atlantic City. 


The recently organized Folding Box Manufacturers National 
Association held its fourth membership meeting at the Hotel 
Pontchartrain in Detroit, May 18 and 19. A large majority 
of the entire membership was represented and there were pres- 
ent also on invitation a number of other folding box manufac- 
turers who had not yet identified themselves with the active 
work of the association other than as investigators of the 
progress of the movement. 


Final Report of Cost Committee Is Feature 

The outstanding feature of this meeting was the considera- 
tion in detail of the final report of the cost committee, which 
for several weeks had been assiduously engaged in devising 
and perfecting the principles of a cost accounting system that 
would be thorough, practical and universally applicable to the 
folding box business. The system embodies the application of 
a freshly evolved principle in the science of cost accounting so 
far as the folding box business is concerned in that in the ap- 
plication of certain fixed charges and the profits, a definite dis- 
tinction is drawn between manufacturing processes on one hand 
and the element of materials or merchandise on the other. The 
philosophy and wisdom of thus differentiating was fully ex- 
plained by the cost accounting experts, and when the new sys- 
tem was thoroughly disclosed and discussed by the members 
gathered at this meeting, it was generally regarded as marking 
a distinct advance in the science of cost accounting for the in- 
dustry. Sixteen manufacturers announced their readiness to 
install the principles of the system at once, and a+ program 
was arranged to institute this work without any delay. Among 
these were three or four prominent manufacturers who already 
have in operation systems that have been regarded up to this 
time as scientifically correct. These members, however, realize 
that the principle embodied in this new system is of still greater 
value and are ready to revise their present methods to conform 
with it in order to place themselves in the vanguard of reform 
which is now commencing to elevate the industry to the prac- 
ticing of uniform methods along the most scientific lines. 


Leading Cost Accountants of Industry Present 

J. E. Clenny, vice-president Sefton Manufacturing Corpora- 
tion and president of the association, presided at the meeting. 
A number of the leading cost accountants and auditors of the 
industry were present, among whom were Marvin Campbell, of 
Campbell Paper Box Company, South Bend; E. J. Mulholland, 
of Chicago Carton Company; Charles J. Parke, of Hummel & 
Downing Company, Milwaukee; H. H. Stonebarger, of Globe 
Folding Box Company, Cincinnati; Henry Wollhouse, of Na- 
tional Paper Company, Atlanta; George G. Shaw, of the Dayton 
Paper Novelty Company, Dayton; G. S. Gaylord, of Menasha 
Carton Company, Menasha; H. C. Stevenson, of Rochester 
Folding Box Company, Rochester; C. J. Norris, of Chicago 
Label and Box Company, Chicago; F. W. Bates and P. H. Shaw, 
of Forbes Lithograph Manufacturing Company, Boston; L. von 
Haaslacher, of Robert Gair Company, Brooklyn; Otto R. Rohr, 
of Stecher Lithographic Company, Rochester. 


The discussion on the newly evolved principle of the treat- 
ment of costs incidentally brought out an interesting and 
valuable element of discussion on the subject of compensation, 
including profit sharing, for salesmen and managers. One of 
the prominent members declared that he would like the asso- 
ciation to evolve a plan whereby all salesmen and managers 
would share in the profits; while another member declared that 
he was less concerned about rewarding the managers than he 
was about holding the loyalty and efficiency of even the lowest 
priced employee by providing a plan that would make every 
employee on the payroll eligible to a share in the profits. The 
discussion on this subject assumed so great a degree of promi- 
nence that the subject was scheduled as a special order of bus’ 
ness to be brought up and further considered at the next mem: 
bership meeting, to be held in Atlantic City, June 26, 27 and 28. 
Members will then be prepared to advance their individual 
views on this subject, which one member declared was today 
the largest problem confronting manufacturers. 

All of the members and participants in this gathering were 
regaled with pleasurable entertainment as the guests of the 
Calvert Lithographing Company on the invitation of its presi- 
dent, George W. Heigho, who tendered a complimentary dinner 
on Friday evening and automobile tours to places of interest 
about the city and a launch-cruise along the river front on 
Saturday afternoon.

Mr. Andrews’ address embodied an eloquent and 
emphatic appeal to patriotism in the situation that now con- 
fronts the country.

The association will hold its next membership meeting at 
Atlantic City during the week beginning June 25, concurrently 
with the meeting of the Label Manufacturers National Asso- 
ciation and the annual convention of the National Association 
of Employing Lithographers. Other folding box manufac- 
turers who have not yet identified themselves with the work 
of the association are cordially invited to attend this meeting. 
The contemporaneous meeting of these three associations in 
Atlantic City at that time promises to establish a landmark in 
the progress of the color printing and lithographing industries.

The market presents a curious study. With all indications 
toward higher prices and even more untoward conditions little 
buying for future needs is taking place. In more normal times 
the tendency would be for every one concerned to protect him- 
self against rises in price by buying ahead. This is not being 
done at present, which fact alone makes the market remarkable. 
A spirit of hesitancy pervades all trading operations with job- 
bers, mills and consumers holding off until things begin to 
shape themselves more definitely in relation to the paper mar- 
ket. The war is, of course, responsible for the situation as it 
exists today, and as time passes adjustments must be made that 
will strengthen and steady the good elements whch bear on the 
market and lessen the unstable and untoward conditions. 

In the meanwhile the local trade is optimistic. It admittedly 
does not see a very good market just now, but it is looking 
ahead to the fall, when better business is expected. 

Prices of all papers continue high, and there is little doubt 
but that they will go higher. With taxes of all kinds in the air 
there can be little chance of lowering. Paper continues to be 
plentiful. 

Bonds and ledgers have had a fairly active demand. Despite 
the marked decrease in consumption of fine writings for some 
time past dealers are very optimistic. A strong belief is cur- 
rent that the decrease will be of short duration, and that an in- 
crease has already been felt is claimed by some. Fine writings 
are among the first of paper products to be effected in times 
such as we are at present passing through. Extra superfine is 
quoted at 2lc. per pound. Superfine is priced at 19c. per pound 
and up. For tub sized and engine sized the quotations are 13c. 
and 9c., respectively. 

News print continues to be in strong demand. Most of the 
mills are now working at capacity. Contract rolls range in 
price from $3.10@4; transients are quoted at $4@S. 

There is a feeling current that tissues will have a stronger 
tendency to advance in the immediate future, as increased con- 
sumption of these papers is beginning to manifest itself. Prices 
as quoted last week still hold, although there have been many 
sales negotiated that were somewhat below those given. White, 
No. 1, has been quoted freely at prices from $1@1.10. Kraft 
has shown signs of activity, with prices of $1.20@1.30. Colored 
tissues are quoted at $1.25@1.40. 

The book market is sold up for the rest of the year on speci- 
fication contracts, so that no real market exists. However, 
occasionally spot sales are made that bring high prices. The 
box board mills are reported to be operating under easier 
conditions than heretofore. In binder board no changes either 
in demand or prices are recorded. The mills are sold ahead 
for the next three months. From these indications the prices 
quoted for binder board will be maintained for this period of 
time. Quotations for chip board are $55 and higher. For 
binder board prices of $65@72 are noted. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Production and demand has continued to be-curtailed during 
tthe past week. The shortage of wood pulp, the transportation 
difficulties and the problem of labor have all contributed to the 
serious state in which the market is at present. All of these 
factors point to price stimulation. At the present writing the 
commonest quotation is $42.50 per ton, f. o. b pulp mill. These 
prices range from this figure to $47.50 and higher. 


Chemical Pulp 
The paper making mills are not buying chemical pulp in any 


great volume because of the slackened demand for their prod- 
uct. As a consequence the demand is comparatively as weak 
now as it was several weeks ago. The U-boat situation has 
pretty well shut off practically all shipments of foreign sulphite. 
Occasionally shipments of this product do come over, but these 
are on contract and are immediately absorbed and have no 
effect on the general market. Foreign bleached sulphite is quoted 
at purely nominal prices. oreign unbleached is quoted at $5.75 
and higher. The domestic product is being handled at hich 
prices. Bleached is quoted at $7@7.75, with unbleached at 
$4.50@5, and in some instances higher. For bleached soda pulp 
a quotation of $6 seems to be the commonest figure. 


Rags 


Improvement has taken place in the rag market. The gen- 
eral condition has lots of room for further improvement. There 
are signs that renewed activity will make itself felt as soon as 
the mills resume the normal amount of buying. The problem 
of labor shortage is being evidenced as the rag pickers are not 
getting prices that make it worth while for them to continue 
to pick rags. The range of prices as given last week has not 
changed. New white shirt cuttings are quoted at 8@9c. 
ing stock is priced at 1.65@1.75. 


Roof- 


Bagging 


The bagging market has been showing signs of brisk ac- 
tivity during the week. Mills are buying in greater quantities 
than has been the case for some time past. A slight price ad- 
vance has been noted. This advance is looked upon as a fore- 
runner of the stimulation that must follow. Dealers are very op- 
timistic and look forward confidently to better business. For 
foreign manila rope the price has advanced from 6@6% to 6% 
@6%. For domestic manila a price of 61% is asked. 

Paper Stock 


The consensus of opinion in the paper stock trade is that a 
better market condition than has been prevalent for the last 
few months is imminent. During the past months the lowest 
range of prices for the last few years has obtained. The causes 
of this condition are many, but it is believed that paper stock 
is in for a rise. The demand during the past week might be 
called fair. The cheaper grades of ground wood paper have 
had the best demand. Hard White No, 1 has lowered some- 
what, being now quoted at 4%4,@4%; with hard white No. 2 at 
34@3%. 


SAFETY AND HUMAN EQUATION

A week ago Sunday, in a neighboring city, I heard a business 
man of no mean reputation tell of a factory which increased its 
production nearly 25 per cent following a Billy Sunday campaign, 
without the expenditure of a dollar for added equipment or ma- 
chinery. He told the story as one of several illustrations of the 
fact that righteousness in business pays. How true it is that after 
all the theories of human efficiency have had their inning, we come 
back to the Golden Rule and the simplicity of teachings of the 
Man of Nazareth. 

Much so-called “welfare work” has been done for public effect, 
many schemes have: been introduced which are mere baits for loy- 
alty, and too often, schemes have been grafted onto an organiza- 
tion which make for dependence rather than self-reliance on the 
part of the worker. All such efforts are seed sown on stony soil. 
The intuitive perception of the self-respecting man quickly de- 
tects the hidden motive and unless the purpose be sincere, there 
can be no healthy growth of that co-operative spirit, which, as Mr. 
Williams of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, says, is the 
great profitable asset of a corporation. 
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Trade Acceptance Ruling 


R. H. Treman, Deputy the Federal 
Bank of New York, has sent out a letter to member banks in 
regard to the collection of trade acceptances. He says that 
he has been informed that some institutions receiving trade 
acceptances for collection have failed to observe the character 
of the instruments and have handled them exactly as if they 
were ordinary unaccepted collection drafts, and that in some 
cases trade acceptances had been returned with such notations 
as “never pays drafts,” “no attention paid,” etc. 

“The fact should not be overlooked,” says Mr. Treman, “that 
a trade acceptance is an accepted draft which constitutes a 
valid promise to pay on a specified date—a negotiable instru- 
ment as binding upon the acceptor as his promissory note— 
and that all such items are, in fact, subject to protest unless 
otherwise instructed. It should be sufficient to advise the 
drawee or acceptor that your bank holds his trade acceptance, 
since no one is likely to have signed such an acceptance without 
recognizing its character. Care should be taken, however, 
when you notify the acceptor that you hold his acceptance, 
that he understands it is an accepted draft with a definite 
maturity.”

ALUM.—This market still shows a firm tendency as a whole 
with the recent advance being well sustained. In chrome alum 
there are limited offerings reported; price quotations range 
from 19@2l1c. per pound. A steady demand is evident for am- 
monia alum, the commonest quotation being 44%4@5M%c. per 
pound. There has been no change in the market for potash 
lump alum, which brings between 6@7c. per pound. From 
all indications the demand for alum in all varieties will be 
steady, which will mean price stimulation as only limited offer- 
ings are being made. 

BLANC FIXE.—An easy demand is reported in this market, 
with plenty of stocks on hand. There have been no changes in 
price quotations since they were last given. These quotations 
are: Pure blanc fixe, $71@81; dry, $100@112. At the present 
market the pure dry product is quoted at $40@50 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A quiet demand has character- 
ized this market during the past week, with resale of stocks 
evident. This resale has weakened the spot market somewhat 
and large drum containers are offered at 234@3c. per pound. 
Small drums have an active inquiry, being quoted at 4@5c., ac- 
cording to the size of the tare. 

BRIMSTONE.—This market is practically nominal. For some 
weeks the market in this product has been in a tight situation 
which has not been relieved during the past week. For four 
months and even longer the transportation congestion has held 
up the delivery of this product to consumers. As a consequence 
the producers of brimstone are heavily sold ahead and are not 
making any efforts to secure new business until the old busi- 
ness has been cleared off the books. The price of $35 per long 
ton at the mine is therefore practically nominal. 

CASEIN.—During the past week there has been no easing 
up of this market. Very little foreign casein is coming over, 
and what does come over is held on contact and does not get 
into the general market. Domestic prices have ranged from 
22@28c. for spot. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There has been an active market in this 
product. The limitation of supply which has existed for some 
time has been relieved by the volume of stocks that have ap- 
peared. The inquiry has kept pace with the supply. Quota- 
tions are as follows: Spot soda, 76 per cent., ranges between 
6@6%c. per pound. There have been large quantities sold, 
however, under the 6c. limit. An increasing demand will be 
met with in this product in the near future. 

CHINA CLAY.—The foreign china clay market is practi- 
cally on a nominal basis. There is very little foreign clay being 
imported, and all quotations are based on future delivery. 
Dealers are reported to be making contracts now for delivery 
in 1918. For domestic clay the quotations of $12@15 per ton 
still hold. The market is firm and the demand for the domestic 
product is showing every sign of a continued increase. 

ROSIN.—There is a marked weakness in the low grades 
and renewed strength on the pales. The arrivals at primary 
points are seasonably plentiful, in consequence of which the 
buying activity of dealers has become more and more routine, 
a change of attitude which was expected. Grades E, F and G 
are quoted at 6%@/c. per pound. 

SODA ASH.—This product has remained steady. An active 
demand has been experienced, most of the sales being in bag 
lots. Sales of the light 58 per cent. test have been made at 
prices of 234@3c. per pound. Barrel lot quotations are some- 
what higher, 3c. and 3%c. being the commoner quotations.
